Recent Annex Purchase 


The newly Coffee 
County Commission held an 
adjourned meeting on Tuesday, Jan. 
15, less than 24-hours after taking 
office, and voted to rescind a motion

$40.2 Million In Marijuana Destroyed During 1984 


marijuana plants 
valued at $40.2 million were 
destroyed during Alabama's 1984 
Domestic Marijuana Eradication 
Program, according to Col. Byron 
Prescott, director of the Department 
of Public Safety 

The program, a multi-agency 
effort, netted 80,445 plants found 
growing in 709 plots, numerous 
pots and two greenhouses, said 
Prescott. The marijuana, valued at 
$40,247,543, was located in 49 
counties throughout Alabama. 

In addition, officers arrested 74 
people on drug-related charges 
confiscated $29,070 in other drugs 
and seized $9,616 in property 

Prescott said about 20 percent 
more marijuana was destroyed in

1984 than in 1983. In 1983 
marijuana valued at $32.36 million
